Two interesting statements, ad- 
vancing conflicting theories in the 
shipment of fruit, have just been is- 
sued, one by C. M. Brown of Red- 
lands, recognized leader of sentiment 
among independents, and E. G. De- 
zell of the California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange. 

In his statement, Mr. Brown says: 

“The writer is being continually be- 
sieged by many growers, outside of 
our organization as well as within it, 
relative to the shipment of oranges, 
and being unable to answer in per- 
son many of these inquiries, I will 
be glad if you will set forth to the 
public my views on the present situ- 
ation. 

There has been and is a prevailing 
idea on the part of many growers 
that after the sixth of February- we 
could ship oranges—that the s 
department of agriculture has d 
up shipments only until that time— 
but this is in error. By what is 
termed a “gentlemen’s agreement” 
put into effect at a meeting held in 
Los Angeles by a few shippers (at 
which I was not present) that date 
was set, but the state department of 
agriculture recognizes no date what- 
ever for the shipment of oranges. 

No Desire to Evade Law 

Let it be thoroughly understood 
that in my opinion there is no ship- 
per in the district who desires to 
evade or break any law. Regarding

The regulation put out by the de- 
partment reads: “Marked evidence 
of frost injury in any orange is here- 
by defined as a drying in 20 percent 
or more of the exposed pulp as 
shown on a transverse section thru 
the center; or a water-soaked appear- 
ance showing on two or more seg- 
ments; or the presence of crystals 
or a crystaline deposit on two or 
more segments.” 

Theoretical Proposition 

Now, these crystals, or crystalline 
deposits, are nothing but a theoret- | 
ical proposition, originating in the 
minds of theoretical men, who sit at 
their desks and draw salaries at the 
expense of the taxpayers, and many 
of them do not know one variety of 
orange from another, and could not 
tell a sunburned orange from a frost- 
ed orange. These men are prescrib-! 
ing rules and regulations to govern 
practical orange shippers who 
spent their lifetime, almost, in hand 
ling this product. | 

In plain words, the ruling of the| ‘ 
acting secretary of agriculture, F. W. 
Read, is today ruining the citrus in-| 
dustry, if we must abide by his regu-} 
lations. His definition of a frosted | 
orange is so vague, so unreasonable | 
and so untrue that if continued it 
means ruin to the orange growers. 
If we continue to throw out oranges 
on a showing of crystals or a crys- 
taline deposit, as they term it, 
would throw out oranges any year, 
because these little white specks that 
they say denote frost injury appear 
in oranges any year, regardless of} 
any frost conditions.

GUIDE TO MAKING 
INCOME TAXRETURA 


The following is 
articles which the collector of in- 
ternal revenue has been sending out 
recently in order to familiarize tax- 
payers with the provistors or tne 
new income tax law: ? 

“With the arrival of the period for 
filing income tax returns—January 1 
to March 15, 1922—taxpayers are ad- 
vised to lose no time in tne compila- 
tion of their accounts for the year 
1921. A new and important provision 
of the Revenue Act of 1921 is that 
every person whose gross income for 
1921 was $5000 or over shall file a 
return, regardless of the amount of 
net income upon which the tax is 
assessed. Returns are required of 
every single person whose net in- 
come was $100 or over and every 
married person living with husband 
or wife whose net income was $2000 
or over. Widows and widowers and 
persons separated or divorced from 
husband or wife, are regarded as 
single persons. 

“Net income is gross income, less 
certain deductions for business ex- 
penses, losses, taxes, etc. Gross in- 
come included practically aif mcome 
received by the taxpayer during the 
year; in the case of the wage earner, 
salaries, wages, bonuses and commis- 
sions; in the case of professional 
men, all amounts received for pro- 
fessional services; in the cases of 
farmers, all profits from the sale of 
farm products and rental or sale of 
land. 

“In making an income tax return 
for the year 1921, every taxpayer 
should present to himself the follow- 
ing questions: 

“What were your profits from your

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AMERICAN RAILROAD SYSTEM 

NYONE who has travelled in other parts of the 
A world knows that the American railroad sys- 

tem is so far ahead that there is no comparison. 

The pride of every man and woman in our 
country should stimulate them to take an interest in 
the system being restored to efficiency. After ten 
years of regulation by states and nation and two 
years of government operation it has come out crippled 
but slowly recuperating. 

In 1921, the first full year after government opera- 
tion, the railroads come out with .net earnings of 
$600,000,000, 3 per cent on investment. For 1921 
gross receipts were $5,825,000,000, or $600,000,000 less 
than for year 1920, but they cut operating expenses 
$1,200,000,000. Half of this saving was by cutting 
operating costs, such as reducting train service, office 
expenses and maintenance of tracks and plants. From 
August 1920 to April 1921 the number of employes 
on the payrolls was cut from 2,197,000 to 1,542,000. 
Since then one out of every three discharged has been 
hired back again and the American railway system 
ought to come back to normal by 1923. 

Still, unless the American people realize that they 
owe loyal support to their transportation system it 
cannot be restored to full usefulness. If people join 
in all steps taken to destroy the business of carriers 
and subject them to unfair treatment, they hurt them- 
selves most,—Industrial News. 
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FEBRUARY

February, the second month in the modern cal- 

endar, was not in the Romulian year. In the 
reign of Numa two months were added, January at 
the beginning, and February at the end. This arrange- 
ment continued to B. C. 452, when it was assigned its 
present position in the calendar. 

The ancient name of Februarius was derived from 
februare, to purify, or from Februa, the Roman festiva, 
of general expiation and lustration, which was cele- 
brated during the latter part of the month. 

The Anglo-Saxons called the month Sprout-Kale, 
from the sprouting of the cabbage at this period. 
Later it was known as Solomonath because of the re- 
turn of the sun to the low latitudes. 

Lineoln’s birthday, the 12th, and Washington’s 
birthday, the 22nd, are observed in the United States 
as national holidays. Candlemas, the 2nd, and Valen- 
tine day, the 14th, are also generally observed. 

February is the only month the numbef of days of 
which are affected by the bis-sextile or leap year. 
In ordinary years it has 28 days, but each leap year 
the addition of the intercalary day makes the days 
of this month 29. 

Any year which is divided by four without a frac- 
tional remainder is a leap year. 

Massachusetts ratified the Constitution on February 
6, 1788. Ohio, on the 10th, 1803; Oregon, on the 14th, 
1859; and Arizona, on the 14th, 1912, were admitted 
to the Union in February. 

Presidents George Washington, on the 22nd, 1732;

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CHOOSING A PONTIFF 

HERE is much medieval and attractive in the 
T routine being followed in choosing a successor 

to Pope Benedict XV. Members of the College 

of Cardinals go into seclusion, each accompanied 
only by one priest as a chaplain, and one personal 
attendant. None others will have access to them and 
they have broken with the world at every possible 
point of contact. Their session begins with solemn 
ritual, with other majestic ceremonies at its close 
when the pontiff is chosen. 

Origin of this custom goes far back into the mists 
of antiquity. It is as old almost as the Church of 
2ome itself. Inaugurated at a time when the occupant 
of the Vatican wielded a temporal power as mighty 
as any ruler of ancient days, and designed to prevent 
the diseraceful electioneering tactics that would shame 
that great church and Him it serves, it has been con- 
tinued with cessation. The earthly power of the pope 
is confined to the great building that is the seat of 
his mighty See. He is virtually. prisoner there since 
he maintains no diplomatic relations with the Italian 
government and no pontiff may set foot on ground 
the church does not control. But his power is great 
and the influence of the ecclesiast to be chosen is 
vast throughout the world. 

Strong men have ruled the world from the Vatican. 
Weak ones often became the tools of the designing 
politicians who surrounded them in the days when no 
royal potentate could maintain his footing against the 
disapproval of the church. Those days have passed 
but the world still takes vigilant note of what is 
happening behind the locked doors where the head 
of Catholicism is being chosen. 

MR. McADOO AN AUTHORITY 
ILLIAM G. McADOO’S statement that ‘‘the 
W railroads were in better physical condition at 
the end of the period of federal control than 
they had been when taken over during the 
war’’ should end the inquiry.

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WHAT IS YOUR POLITICAL 
PARTY? 
T TIS question should be answered by every voter 





on his registration blank if he wishes to vote 
for nominees for his party. The following from 
the Redlands Facts, written for the voters of 
Redlands, is equally applicable to the voters of Upland. 

Califcrnia law requires that there shall be a new 
Great Register every two years, and in accordance 
with law the county supervisors declared the old 
Register cancelled as of January 1, last. Conse- 
quently all must re-register before any vote can be 
cast this year. There is the municipal election in 
April and then early in September comes the prim- 
ary election at which nominees will be chosen for 
Governor and all the. other state offices, for United 
States Senator, for Member of Congress, for mem- 
bers of the Legislature—and all of these officers are 
chosen on party ballots. Any voter who has not 
r@gistered as a Republican—if he is one—or as a 
Tyemocrat, or Prohibitionist if he affiliates with one 
of those parties, is debarred from helping select the 
candidates of his party for those offices. 

To be sure, county officers are now non-partisan. 
It is a question of the men and not of the party, with 
them. All voters who have re-registered and are in 
the ‘‘decline to state’’ column as far as party affilia- 
tions is concerned can vote for county officers at 
the primary, where the two highest go on the final 
ballot in November, unless one shall have received 
a clear majority over all, in which event he is elected 
without more ado, 

But it requires a party affiliation, if one is to help 
numinate the man for Governor, or U. S. Senator, or 
Congressman or State Treasurer, of his party. So, 
Mr. or Mrs. or Miss Voter, when you register, look to 
your party affiliation and declare it. And if you have 
already registered and have neglected that part of 
your duty, go and have the correction made, that 
all of your rights of citizenship shall be saved to 
you. 


THE PRESIDENT A LEADER 

RESIDENT WARREN G. HARDING is a leader 

P in the true sense of the word. He is also 1 
great executive. He has the ability to choose 
fine men for his advisers and when he confers 

authority upon a man he leaves it to the one chosen 
to make good. He leads the way, tells what he wants 
done and awaits results. The Outlook has the follow- 
ing comment upon the President, as a result of the 
disarmament conference: 

‘*Perhaps the least conspicuous of all the great 
figures of the Armament Conference has been that 
of the man who called it. Mr. Harding has not 
driven; but he has led.

And beeause of his 
belief in the power of public opinion, he has 
secured, through the press (which as a newspaper 
man he values), the co-operation , not merely of 
statesmen, but of peoples. Ilis belief in the use- 
fulness of neighborliness he shares with what is 
called the average citizen. This is his one big 
contribution to the affairs of state. And now 

Mr. Lloyd George follows him and talks in ihe 

same way of the proposed Conference at Genoa. 

The Harding Doctrine is spreading. And, having 

started this Conference at Washington, President 

Harding has stepped into the background and 

left Mr. Hughes to guide the assembled delegates 
in the attempt to make an international neigh- 
borhood out of the nations they represent.’’

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FIND COURT HAS — 
NO JURISDICTION 


A rather peculiar case occurred this 
morning. Pete Fallabrino, an Italian, 
had been arrested by forces of Char- 
ley .Ward and was brought before 
Judge Curtis in Department 1. Stan- 
ley Mussel of the district attorney’s 
office began the prosecution by ask- 
ing the defendant if he did not pos- 
sess certain liquors and a still, also 
a coil for the making of liquor. The 
prisoner, unable to speak English, 
answered through an interpreter. He 
admitted the possession of the liquor, 
the coil and a certain amount of 
mash. He denied that he had sold 
any of his product. Finally he was 
questioned as to where he had the 
liquor and where he lived, the de 
fendant said that he lived in River- 
side county and that the liquor was 
there. 

Immediately the opposition ques- 
tioned the jurisdiction of the San 
Bernardino court. The judge ruled 
that his court had no jurisdiction 
and dismissed the case. After the 
elaborate preparations to prosecute 
the case, it fell through after the 
first few questions. 

Three similar cases were up for 
trial. They were all foreigners and 
it brings out a point that Charley 
Ward has long contehded for. 

He says that almost 90 percent of 
the trouble the officers of the law 
have in the matter of the enforce- 
ment of the liquor ordinances comes 
from the foreign element. He has 
cited instances of cases where the 
men that he has picked up for vio- 
lation of prohibition laws are unable 
to speak the English language and 
that they had been invited over to 
this country and told that they could 
make a barrel of money if they 
would come and make liquors. They 
come and at once start in the manu- 
facture of the stuff and never inquire 
into the laws of the new land as to 
these matters. They do not want to 
know, says Mr. Ward. “In my opin- 
ion, such men should be sent back 
to the country from which they came, 
If their only purpose in coming to 
this country is to violate our laws, 
they do not constitute desirable citi- 
zens and we do not want them at 
all.” 

The case in court this morning was 
concrete evidence of what Mr. Ward 
contends.

YIH-PEN WAS JAPANESE NAME 


Portuguese Said to Have Been Re 
sponsible for the Modern Cor- 
rupted Spelling. 








The English word “Japan” and the 
Japanese “Nihon” or “Nippon” are 
alike corruptions of “Yih-pen,” the 
Chinese pronunciation of two = char- 
acters literally meaning “sun origin” ; 
that is, “the place the sun comes 
from,” a name given to Japan by the 
Chinese on account of the position 
of the archipelago to the east of their 
own country. 

From Chinese Yih-pen, says the 
East and West News, the Japanese 
derived the present name Nibon, 
which was officially adopted, accord: 
ing to the history, In A. D, 670, Be- 
fore that time the usual native des- 
ignation of the country was Yamato, 
properly the name of one of the cen- 
tral provinces. Yamato is the name 
still preferred in poetry and _ belles- 
lettres. 

The English name Japan seems to 
have originated with the Portuguese, 
who spelled the Chinese Yih-pen Ja- 
pon, the letter J being silent or sim- 
llar to H according to their language, 
This is the way the Spanish and the 
Portuguese still pronounce’ Japan. 
From “Japon” came the English Ja- 
pan.

“JOAN” VICTIM OF INTRIGUE | 


French Bishop Said to Have Been the 
Tool in the Hands of the 
Duke of Bedford. 

Pierre Cauchon, bishop of Beauvais, 
who was ambitious to become arch- 
bishop of Rouen, “framed” Joan of 
Are and caused her to be burned at 
the stake, according to Henry W. 
Harris, Jr, writing in the Boston 
Globe. 

The untutored maid who had 
spurred the French on to victory, Just 
as England's hordes appeared to have 
overrun the country, was captured 
by the duke of Burgundy, a rebel 
against the king of France, and he 
sold her to the duke of Bedford, regent 
for Henry VI, the boy king of Eng- 
land, for $110,000, 

Bedford sought to discredit Joan of 
Are to her people, hoping in this way 
to upset the coronation of King 
Charles VII of France, and gain the 
throne for the British king. Bishop 
Cauchon, who was seeking Britain's 
aid at Rome, was chosen as the tool. 
He it was who formed the court which 
tried the maid and convicted her of 
heresy. She was ordered to be burned, 
but the sentence was commuted to 
life imprisonment on condition that 
she quit wearing a page's costume, 
wear women’s garb instead, and sign 
a paper, or rather put a cross to It, 
as she couldn't read or write. She 
did so. The paper was a “confes- 
sion” of all the framed-up charges. 
Later she was tricked into breakt&g 
her vow and was practically forced 
to wear the page's clothes again. 
Then she was “discovered” in this 
garb, accused of breaking her vow and 
ordered burned at the stake, 


TREASURE RE LOST TO WORLD 


Book of Gospels, Belonging to the 
Cathedral of Reims, Supposed 
Part of Hun Loot. 

Conspicuous among the great liter- 
ary works that disappeared during the 
late war was the famous Book of Gos- 
pels, not only the greatest treasure of 
the cathedral of Reims but an object 
of veneration to the French people 
and the Slav race as well, which van- 
ished with the German army after the 
battle of the Marne. Princess Anna 
of Russia, the Slav consort of Henry 
1, brought It Into France in the Elev 
enth century, and thereafter every 
ruler of France used it at Reims 
when he made his vow to safeguard 
the rights and privileges of the 
Roman Catholic church. King Charles 
X, the last French king crowned at 
Reims, kissed the sacred volume ifn 
sealing his coronation oath In 1825. 
Peter the Great of Russia journeyed 
to Reims to see It, and recelyed It 
while kneeling and pressed {t to his 
lips and breast. It survived the 
French wars of 1,000 years; It was 
hidden away during the French revo- 
lution; it reappeared with the Bour- 
bon restoration in 1815, 

The book was written in the Bul- 
gar language and was magnificently 
bound with golden coverings set with 
precious stones. Throughout eastern 
Europe it was held In the greatest 
veneration, for it was the most an- 
clent Slav copy of the gospels.
